Dr. H. L. Stewart, who speaks over the radio weekly 
on international affairs, recently told the story of how Lady Asto: 
England’s leading feminist, when interviewing Stalin in Moscow, 
asked him the question: “How long do you mean to continue killing 
people?”’ Quick as’a flash came back the answer, “As long as 
it is necessary.” : 

Apparently Stalin still thinks that killings are neces- 
sary in his sometimes-called Utopia, for the past year has seen 
wave after wave of political deaths, culminating recently in wha. 
amounted to a “purge.” ‘ The last blood letting saw high ex- 
eeutives in army and state executed mercilessly. Eight army gen- 
erals and scores of Soviet government officials in the Far East were 
in the list and the story that the President of the White Russian 
Republic committed suicide is received with a good deal of scep- 
ticism, 

In the meantime many more have been arrested and 
concentration Camps swarm with those who formerly held importam 
posts but have now been expelled from the Communist party, al- 
legedly for their connection with that arch Communist, Trotsky, 

What is behind, it all? What is the purpose of | this 
wholesale clearing out. It is clearly evident that Russia is losing 
prestige with the rest of the world and France is beginning to 
doubt the wisdom of her political-military pact with her. The 
situation is such as to give Hitler and the Japanese reason to 
believe they have less to fear from the big eastern giant . 

And yet the mock trials and the sudden executions go’ 
on and all the world wonders when it must come to an end and 
what that end will be.

But for a minister of the Crown, who 
had attended the Coronation, The Imperial Conference, visited the 
European continent and Herr Hitler, the Prime Minister's pro~ 
nouncements were singularly devoid of interest to Canadians, and 
has succeeded in arousing practically no comment.

THE SUMMER SCOURGE OF 
INFANCY 


As surely as the warm summer and 


the health of Canadian babies will be 
menaced by a condition commonly 
lied summer diarrhoea.

How can wé avoid and prevent 
this “dreadful condition? Nurse your 
aby and he is practically safe. 
3reast fed babies are affected but 
‘drely and all the serious cases occur 
n artificially fed infants. If your 
aby—requiresto~ be bottle fed- the 
s#reful sterilization of all utensils re- 
juired in the preparation of the feed- 
hes will go a long way to avold con- 
tamination of the food supply, The 
nilk which should be origihally pas- 
‘eurized must be boiled from three to 
tive minutes and kept cool in the re- 
frigerator until it is required, It is 
becoming established that infantile 
summer diarrhoea or cholera infan- 
tum or “intestinal flu” are all the 
same conditions and are infectious 
diseases. 


The germs causing the trouble 
may be spread by flies or by the con- 
tact of soiled hands with the food. 
Therefore screening and all other 
measures to eliminate houseflies and 
scrupulous personal cleanliness are 
excellent measures to.aydid the spread 
of infection, If any older members 
of the family has even the slightest 
diarrhoea he should avoid all contact 
with the baby because what may seem 
a minor trouble in the adult may as- 
sume dangerous proportions in the 
infant. If, in spite of these simple 
and common sense precautions, your 
baby should develop diarrhoea, omit 
all food except large quantities of 
boiled water until your doctor gives 
you further instructions, Regard 
the beginnings of this trouble as 
worthy of your serious attention don't 
walt until the child becomes drowsy 
and sunken-eyed but act early and 
save the babies,
